SUMMARY:  Staff recommends the Board issue the attached final rule to amend 
NCUA’s chartering and field of membership manual to update its community 
chartering policies.  The final rule includes using objective and quantifiable 
criteria to determine the existence of a local community and defining the term 
“rural district.”  The final rule clarifies NCUA’s marketing plan requirements for 
credit unions converting to or expanding their community charters and defines 
the term “in danger of insolvency” for emergency merger purposes.
